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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This is the first Office Action on the merits of Application No. 10/730,578 filed on 
12/08/03. Claims 1-15 are currently pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Species 3, claims 1 1-15, in the reply filed on 
10/03/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the reasons are not sufficient to 
establish a proper requirement for restriction. This is not found persuasive because the 
application contains claims directed to the patentably distinct species of the claimed invention 
(see Detailed Action mailed 6/30/05), which would make serious burden for search and 
examination. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C 103(a) of the other invention. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 10/03/05. 
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Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of: 

• using the implied phrase, i.e., "The invention" in line 1, and 

• using the form and legal phraseology, i.e., "means" in line 7. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Objections 

6. Claim 15 objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 15, the recitation 
"each of said plurality of gears are rotatably coupled to shafts" should be changed to - each of 
said plurality of gears is rotatably coupled to a shaft--. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "said electro-magnetic solenoid". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Curtis et al (US 
2,519,118). 

Curtis et al teach an electromagnetic clutch comprising: an internal gear (50) that is 
selectively one of fixed and rotatable; a first rotatable body (49) having a central gear (48); a 
second rotatable body (53); and a plurality of gears (51) coupled to the second rotatable body, 
each of the plurality of gears engaging the rotatable internal gear and the central gear of the first 
rotatable body; wherein when the internal gear is fixed, the second rotatable body is rotated, and 
when the internal gear is free to rotate, the second rotatable body is fixed (relative to the ring 
gear 50). 

As to claim 12, wherein said internal gear is selectively one of fixed and rotatable in 
response to an electromagnetic force generated by an electromagnetic solenoid (63). 
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As to claim 13, wherein the electromagnetic solenoid (63) is located separately from said 
first rotational body, second rotational body and said internal gear. 

As to claim 14, wherein said central gear comprises a sun gear (48) and said sun gear is 
coupled to a shaft (49) for coupling to a drive source (10). 

As to claim 15, wherein each of said plurality of gears is rotatably coupled to a shaft (52) 
extending from said second rotatable body. 



Cited Prior Art 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Bircher et al.'622, Eckert'019, Kurino'058, Okita'548, and Igaku'547 which each 
shows a planetary gear having an electromagnetic clutch.
